The Money of China. 

China is in some respects the most 
democratic country in the world, and 
there is no centralization, no unity and 
no uniformity. Each province, even 
each little town, Is a Jaw unto itself 
and uses its own language, weights, 
measures, etc. As regards money, the 
confusion is the same, and each prov- 
ince has its.currency, and the money 
of one province has an entirely differ- 
ent value from that of another. In 
China the tael is a financial unit for 
which there is no coin equivalent. 

The word tael is used both as a 
measure of weight and as a measure 
of value. 

As a weight measure the tael corre- 
sponds to the American ounce in that 
it is one-sixteenth part of a Chinese 
pound or cattie. A cattie, however, is 
usually one and one-third pounds. 

As a tael of currency the weight 
ranges from 540 to 583. grains. The 
tael of currency is decimally divided 
down to the sixteenth place of deci- 
mals, each with its own name, but usu-

A MYSTERY OF THE SEA. 


The Puzzling Beeswax of the Beaches 
of Oregon. 

Of all the secrets held by the flotsam 
and jetsam of many years none is 
stranger than that of the beeswax of 
the Oregon beaches. Long before the 
white man came to the great north- 
west by ship or prairie schooner ves- 
sels from the orient had skirted the 
coast. Bits of wreckage have told the 
story of: Chinese junks gone to picces 
on the shore, but the most curious evi- 
dence of this eastern traffic has been 
found on the Oregon coast south of 
the Columbia river. Mr, Clarke gives 
an account of this treasure trove in his 
“Pioneer Days.” 

When Lewis and Clark made their 
famous expedition they learned that 
the native Indians of Oregon had for 
many years found lumps of beeswax 
on the sandy shores. 

Beeswax is practichlly indestructible 
in water, but these pieces had pounded 
in the surf until they. were black and 


battered almost peyona recognituos, 

In 1814 one Henry, engaged in the 
fur trade, wrote an account of finding 
masses of-this wax. The pleces were 
scattered over a wide stretch of coast 
and were now covered, now uncovered, 
by the blowing sand. Some of the 
lumps. were, softened .into all shapes 
and sizes by the heat of the sun and 
bleached nearly white. Others were 
square and stamped with strange ohar- 
acters. 

In 1895 a Mr, Howell, walking on the 
beach, saw something exposed in the 
sand. It proved to be the corner of 


‘some large squares of beeswax weigh- 


ing several tons. Many smaller blocks 
were also found, all bearing the stamp- 
ed letters “I H 8.” Besides the squares 
of wax, quantities of large candles 
were discovered. In looking up the 
matter it was learned that as far back 
as records ran these tapers had been 
found with the wax on t¥2 shore. 

Of course the explanation may be 
that some oriental ship bearing church 
supplies for a mission farther south 
went to pieces on the Oregon coast 
many, many years ago, but what 
would a ship bound for Mexico or 
South America be doing so far north, 
and what use could any mission have 
for such an enormous quantity of wax?

E. Benjamin Andrews more than fifty

guished service. 


Model Exposition Playground. 

The Playground Association of 
America will open July 1 a model play- 
ground at the Jamestown exposition, 
containing only homemade apparatus, 
that is, not patented, or such as can 
be duplicated by an ordinary carpentér 
at small expense. .The playground will 
occupy 200 feet square and will accem- 
modate 600 children.. The object is to 


show municipalities, particularly i1* 


the south, the advantage and economy 
of giving city children such opportuni- 
ties for health and development.. The 
apparatus will include such familiar 
devices as swings, seesaws, slides, 
ladders, sand piles, basket ball, volley 
ball, flying rings, bars, etc. Supple- 
menting the outdoor exhibit there will 
be an indoor one, consisting of photo- 
graphs of playgrounds in all cities 
which carry on such activities and 
data as to the cost of erection, main- 
tenance, etc. There will’also be mov- 
ing pictures of playgrounds in opera- 
tion and a series of lectures by play 
experts.

Race Suicide Stirs Roosevelt. 

An article in a recent number of the 
Review of Reviews by Dr. Cronin on 
“The Doctor in the Public School,” up- 
holding small families, has drawn 
from President Roosevelt a letter to 
Dr. Shaw, editor of the Review of 
Reviews, protesting against such teach- 
ing. Dr. Cronin makes the statement 
that physical defects go hand in hand 
with large families, whether of the 
rich or of the poor, but this the pres!- 
dent says is not true. In proof-of his 
position the president points out the 
‘fact that athletes are most apt to be 


-found in fair sized families, and he 


points to the vital statistics of Massa- 
chusetts, showing that the average 
American family has so few children 
that the birth rate has fallen below 
the death rate. He reiterates his be- 
lief that the tendency of well to do fam- 
ilies to die out means the elimination 
instead of the survival of the fittest, 
and he declares that our country could 
not continue to exist if it paid heed 
to the expressed or implied teachings 
of such articles, which furnish excuse 
for every unnatural prevention of child 
bearing and for every form of gross 
and shallow selfishness in American 
social life. as 
Training the Human. Plant. 

Luther pr the famous Califor- 
nia plant culturist, has extended his 


| lished By Holt & Co., 
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‘well known theory of plant culture to 
the improvément of the human species. 
This has Yeen put into book form by 
the Century company. He would ap- 
ply to the education of children the les- 
sons he has learned in the training of 
plants. Of course the essential founda- 
tion of his work is the crossing of spe- 
cies, but he explains that this, unac- 
companied by selection, wise supervi-

He improves upon the proverb that 
to reform a man you must begin with 
his grandfather, by saying that you 
must begin with the grandfather when 
he is a child. He advises against too 
early schooling, and expresses the be- 
lief that “overeducation is the curse 
of modern child health in America,” 
Saying that the age of ten is time 
enough to think of school. Prior to 
that period he would have the child 
Iive in the open, in close touch with 
nature, where he can get plenty of sun- 
shine, good air and nourishing food. 
He contends that by crossing, selection, 
cultivation and persistence you can fix 
im the child any desirable trait, be it 
honesty, fairness, purity, industry, 
thrift, or what not, He admits that 
heredity will make itself felt first, and 
that there will be strong tendencies to 
reversion to ancestral traits, but, in the 
main, you can give the child the desir- 
able traits by patience and well direct- 
ed supervision in the formative years. 
His studies have led him to the conclu- 
sion that énvironment is the architect 
of heredity and that all characteristics 
which are transmitted have been ac- 


quired. 


Roosevelt's Four Maxims. 
Jacob Riis in a recent address at 


| Philadelphia said that President Roose- 


velt had placed his policy in four hith- 
erto unspoken maxims, as follows: 

First.—Fit yourself for the work God 
has for you to do in this world and 
lose no time about it. 

Second.—Have all the fun that is 
coming to you. 

Third.—Go ahead, do something and 

; to take the responsibility. 
Pourth.—Learn by your mistakes, 
Says There Is No Soul. 

In a public lecture on psychology in 
the state university at San Francisco 
Dr. R, P. Angier of Yale declared that 
according to his “new psychology” 
there is no soul or ‘attributes of the 
soul. The soul, he said, “according to 
new psychologists, exists only as a 
logical postulate, a merely symbolic ab- 
breviation, independently of its expres- 
sions and functions of the psychic 
facts themselves.” 


SCIENTIFIC 


Plant and Animal Unity. 

Professor Ray Lankester in his new 
work on the “Kingdom of Man” de- 
clares that the recent discovery of the 
essential! ty of plant and animal 
organisms not less epoch making 
than the discovery of the circulation of 
the. blood. His book, which is ptib- 
shows that the 
cell ig the same factor in the growth 
of both animal and vegetable life and 
that the animal is a moving plant. Un- 
til recently all scientists held that each 
vegetable unit is boxed up in a casé 
of cellulose, but that animal cells, not 
being so imprisoned, do freely com- 
municate. The protoplasm is not now 
regarded as a chemical expression, but 
as a structure holding in its meshes 
many and varied chemical bodies. It 
is now known that the stain taking 
bands or chromosomes on the nucleus 
of cells are of definite fixed number, 
varying in different species of plants 
and animals, and that they are halved 
in number in the reproductive elements 
—the spermatozoid and the ovum—so 
that on union of these two to form the 
fertilized ovum the proper specific num- 
ber is attained. . 


Problem of Flying Solved. : 
Professor Alexander Graham Bell, 
the inventor of the telephone, in a 
London interview said that the, prob- 
lem of aerial navigation had been solv- 
ed and that America was ahead of the 
rest of the world in the development 
of flying machines heavier than air. 
Professor Bell gives first credit to Oc- 
tave Chanute of Chicago, to whose ef- 


- forts much of the progress in America 


is due. The only question that is left, 
said Professor Bell, is that of improv- 
ing the machine created by the Wright 
brothers. Incidentally he let out the 
fact that the aeroplane constructed by 
the late Professor Langley of the 
Smithsonian institution is to be tried 
again by his assistant, Mr. Manley, 
who risked his life in the first experi- 
ment when -machine and man were 
plunged into the Potomac river after a 
short flight.. Professor Bell went to 
England to.receive the degree of doc- 
tor of science, which was conferred 
upon him by Oxford on May 2. The 
professor will continue his experiments 
at Cape Breton island this summer 
and will ‘propel his kites witn a spe- 
cially constructed engine of fifteen 
horsepower weighing 120 pounds. He 
expects. to get a machine that will sup-

port a man and the necessary equip- 
ment at low velocity. 
Automobile Baggage Trucks. 

Judging from the success of a trial 
motor driven baggage truck in the 
Philadelphia station of the Pennsylva- 
nia, it is expected that these new vehi- 
cles will. now be adopted in all the 
larger stations of the country. 


INDUSTRIAL 


More Broken Rails Than Ever. 

The New York state railroad com- 

mission, finds that there were 3,014 
breakages in rails on. the principal 
steam lines of the ‘state during the 
first quarter, as compared with 826 
during the same period of last year. 
This matter has been called to the at- 
tention of the American Railway asso- 
ciation in convention at Chicago, with 
the request that it be placed before the 
rail manufacturers to discover whether 
the increase in breakages is due to 
new methods of manufacture or to de- 
terioration in the metal composition, 
Railway Accidente at Night. 
«George M. Stratton, the Johns Hop- 
kins university expert on railway sta- 
tistics, discusses in the May Century 
the subject of railway disasters at 
night and makes practical suggestions 
for a change of system which would 
minimize accidents. Professor Strat- 
ton wants to shift the responsibility of 
the traveler’s safety from the color 
faculty to the space sense by, making 
the vane of the semaphore luminous 
at night. Such a line of fire would be 
strikingly different from the usual 
lights of! buildings on streets and 
would stand out distinct from the col- 
ored lights which it might seem wise 
to continue for other purposes, This 
continuous line of light, moreover, 
would be visible at a far greater dis- 
tance than is the present single light. 
It would at once remove all need of 
discerning whether the light burned 
white or green or red, with all the risk 
which the distinction brings. It would 
be virtually continuing at night the 
same system of signals which is used 
during the day. 


A Steel Irrigation Canal, 

The New York Engineering News re- 
ports the completion of an irrigation 
canal built out of sheet steel near the 
Assuan dam, in upper Egypt. The ca- 
nal‘is built of semicylindrical riveted 


steel, erected upon the surface of the- 


ground and then filled around to its 
top level with earth. It is nine feet 
eight inches in diameter and has a 
depth of twenty-one feet four inches.

Alcohol the Future Fuel. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson in a 
recent address before the Americus 
club at Pittsburg referred at consider- 
able length to the work the depart- 
ment is doing toward the development 
of the production of alcohol for indus- 
trial uses. He said: “No more coal is 
being made. Our wood fuel is getting 
scarce, and the supply of mineral oils 
will some day cease. It is high time 
we were looking about for sources of 
light, heat and power. Other countries 
are doing this. Alcohol meets the re- 
quirements, and starchy plants yield 
alcohol.. One of our explorers last year 
found the Siberians at Tomsk growing 
a large variety of potato for the alco- 
hol it yields. He brought back half a 
ton of them, which will be distributed 
this spring among the experiment sta- 
tions.” He made the further state- 
ment that corncobs made eleven gal- 
lons of alcohol to pe ton and sweet 
corn stalks seven, and that alcohol 
could be made from unmarketable fruit 
and vegetable matter and many refuse 
plants. a . 

An Epidemio of Strikes. 


May day was observed in many cities 
as a suitable time for-.commencing 


strikes for the correction of labor griev- | 


ances. In San Francisco 3,000 men 
employed in the iron trades went out, 
and a strike on the lines of the United 
Railways and in the offices of the Pa- 
cific States Telephone and Telegraph 
company is threatened. In Rochester, 
N. Y., 100 sections hands on the New 
York Central went on strike for an in- 
crease of wages. In Chicago mechan- 
ics employed on the new plant of the 
Western Electric company went out 
on a sympathetic strike.. Three bun- 
dred carpenters in Youngstown, 0O., 
went on strike for an increase of 25 
cents per day in wages. Milwaukee 
(Wis.) carpenters and painters to the 
number of 175 went on strike for an 
increase of 2%4 cents per hour. Five 
hundred slate workers in the quarries 
at Fairhaven, Vt., struck for a nine 
hour day. A number of mill workers 
also went out. Practically all the 
quarries in Fairhaven, Castleton and 
Poultney are tied up. In Denver, 
Colo.,.a strike of woodworkers in. the 
planing mills and lumber yards, 1D 
volving 1,000 men, was inaugurated. 
Wilmington (Del.) carpenters to the 
number of 209 struck for ‘an increase 
in wages. 

At Boston the master teamsters have 
asked the courts to enjoin the striking 
teamsters from interfering with the 
new employees, Mayor Fitzgerald hav- 
ing refused to exert pressure after 
Governor Guild had failed to send 
troops as was desired by the employ- 
ers. ‘ 
At New York the strike of the long- 


‘yhoremen attained ‘alarming propor- 


tions when more than 5,000 of them re- 
fused to go back to work loading or 
anloading vessels unless they got an 
Increase from 30 cents to 40 cents an 
hour for day work and from 45 to 60 
cents an hour for night work. All the 
big liners.were in danger: of being tied 
Up.

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Controlling Automobiles. 


The epidemic of railroad disasters 
that has been prevalent throughout the 
country during the past two years is 
now finding an echo in the epidemic , of 
automobile accidents. Hardly ‘a ‘day 
passes but that there is at least one 
accident in which somebody loses his 
life, and it is very seldom the occupant 
of the automobile. . Likewise it is yery 
seldom that the accident is not due to 
reckless driving on the part of the one 
who controls the machine. Likewise 
it is proper to say that these accidents 
are almost always attributable to the 
irresponsible chauffeur running a 
machine which he does not own. 

This condition of affairs has brought 
about a very widespread discussion as 
to what may be done to more com- 
pletely control the use of the automo- 
bile. Discussion as to whether the 
automobile is to come into general use 
or not has long since past by. It is in 
general use and multiplying in its ad- 
vantages and benefits more rapidly 
than ever. It is here to stay. Year 
by year it is bound to be lower in 
price and become more general in its 
service to the public. 

The power under the seat of a high- 
priced, well-built automobile is a great 
temptation to the man at the lever. 
With a pressure of the finger or foot he 
regulates his flight from one mile.an 
hour to almost a mile a minute, It is a 
temptat:on that no man with red blood 
in him would always resist. The 
straight road and the smooth way in- 
vite him to the speedy flight, and the 
straight road and smooth way may 
ninety-nine times out of a hundred be 
trusted to carry him safely over when 
he yields to such a temptation; but 
the irresponsible driver does not confine 
his passion for high speed to the safe 
road. He wants to rush all the time. 
Deserted highways and crowded thor- 
oughfares are alike to him, and the 
result of the gratification of this pas- 
sion is seen in the list of fatalities re- 
corded almost daily. We cannot feel 
that the relief for this situation rests in 
anybody other than the men themselves 
who own and control these automobiles. 
They are for the most part wealthy 
men. Almost without exception they 
have seen the danger of rapid driving 
on their own part, and it is today the 
exception rather than the rule to''see 
the real gentleman racing his car any- 
where except on the safe country road. 

The more one sees of the attempt to 
legislate on this difficulty, the fiore 
one is convinced that it is practi¢ally 
futile to contro] this passion for speed 
by law. No more healthful sign has 
been seen than the arousement of the 
best citizens who run automobiles to 
the dangers there are in reckless driv- 
ing. The writer knows for a fact-that 
these men are thoroughly aroused over 
some of the recent happenings, so 
much so that they are talking seriously 
of demanding such neglect and such 
recklessness as have marked some of 
the recent accidents, as a proper cause 
for criminal ,prosecution. 

This is not a subject upon which it is 
wise for any of us’to lose our heads. It 
is a problem for consideration which 
should attract the interest of all good 
citizens, .but which must largely be 
solved by the men most directly. inter. 
este

We fear our neighbors across the

Ninth Graaes’ Boston Trip 


Friday of last week was the day fixed 
for the annual excursion of the pupils of 
the Ninth Grades to Boston.

Hull street on which this old cemetery 
is located was named for John Hull, the 
maker of the “Pine Tree Shillings.” It 
was opened as a street in 1701, the land 
being given by his daughter on condition 
that it should retain. this name “for- 
ever.” Proceeding down the street past 
the site of Gen. Gage’s headquarters 
during Revolutionary days the next stop 
was made at the Old North Church, 
where were hung the signal lanterns for 
Paul Revere. 

Arriving at North Square, a short 
time was spent viewing the birthplace 
of Paul Revere, and in studying the life 
in this Italian community of Boston. 

No small part of the day’s enjoyment 
was furnished in the time spent in the 
tonr through the markets, cold storage 
plants, and on to the wharves where one 
was easily convinced that Boston is 
noted for her “fishing” industry. Hav- 
ing completed the circuit and arrived at 
Faneuil Hall,a short rest was taken 
while Mr. Palmer explained a few things. 
of interest about the old “Cradle of 
Liberty.’ 

Once more continuing the journey the 
Old State House was soon reached. The 
famous balcony from which the Declara- 
of Independence was first read to the 
people of Boston, as well as the spot 
below where the Boston massacre oc- 
curred, greatly interested all. 

After a short time the State House 
was reached, and this visit to many was 
the event of the day. The party was at 
once ushered into the “Speaker's gallery” 
where for a half hour or more they were 
much interested in the legal proceedings 
of the day. But time for lunch had 
come and the boxes were soon emptied. 
All were exceedingly grateful to Speaker 
Cole, through whose generosity. such 
comfortable quarters were provided, and 
such hospitality enjoyed. Lunch being 
over, a-tour of the building was made, 
after which the journey was continued 
to the Common, Public Garden, Com- 
monwealth avenue, and so on to Trinity 
Church, where a short stop was made. 

Thence to the Art Musecm where by 
previous arrangement a special guide 
was provided. This added materially to 
the enjoyment of those who cared .to 
enter seriously into the study of the 
famous works of art contained therein. 
After an hour spent there, the Public 
Library came next. 

After exploring and admining this it 
was discovered that about two hours re- 
mained, and Bunker Hill was. yet to 
come. Soon all were packed on a trolley 
car, and in a few minutes safely alighted 
at the nearest stop to the monument.

A Great Play 4 


There is nothing suggestive of any | 


apparent greatness in the title of the 
play, ‘‘The Lion and Mouse,” which is 
being given four performances in the 
Lawrence Opera House, but when it has 
been witnessed it is the ananimons opin- 
‘jon that it is great in every sense of the 
word. Its greatness is intensified by the 
truth and reality of the story. There is 
no gréat plot. Itis simply the stofy of 
too many of our’ great men of today. 
The subservance of everything to gait 
their ends. ,fhe play deals with the 
great money kings who-buy up legisla- 
tion and when they cannot corrupt 
judges, plan for their removal to the end 
thatthe money kings ambition may be 
gratified. In the play the character of 
John Burkett Ryder, the money king, is 
most naturally portrayed by Byron. 
He is at all times the hard-fisted, hard- 
hearted, hard-headed, money-maker, and 
his hatred of Judge Kossmore, who 
opposes his scheme, knows no bounds. 
But like all strong men he has a weak 
link and he is beaten in his attempt to 
ruin the judge, and beaten by a woman, 
the judge’s daughter. There is a love 
story running through the play, but the 
strength of the character of “Money 
King” Ryder and his desire for power 
overshadows everything else. 

The play was refreshing after the 
sickening and nauseating stuff that has 
been served up of late years. It isa 


distinctly great play and played by a} 


strong company. -In fact the playing is 
so strong that one almost forgets that it 
isa play. Especially is this true of the 
scenes in the Ryder’s library. ‘There is 
not a dull moment; it is life, vigor, activ- 
ity all through. There is wit and humor 
enough.

MENZIES C. ANDREWS ) 


In the passing of Menzies C. Andrews, 
Andover loses one who has been in- 
timately connected. with the town’s 
growth and life. Had he lived until 
December 18, he would have been 92 
ool ont. me Andrews died Satur- 
; ning of last week

Up to last winter he had been in vigor- 
ous health and remarkably active for a 
man of his years. His life has always 
been a busy one. He is survived by a 
son Frederick and a daughter, Mrs. 
George ©. Minor. 

Funeral services were held at his late 
home ‘Monday afternoon, Rev. F. R. 
Shipman of the South church officiating. 
os was in the South church ceme- 
ery. - 


Mr. Andrews was the oldest master 
car builder in the country. When the 
projectors of the Boston & Maine rail- 
road succeeded back in 1886 in overcom- 
ing the local prejudice which existed in 
Andover and other nearby towns against 
superseding the stage coach by the loco- 
motive, Mr, Andrews was approached by 
the exploiters of the enterprise and asked 
to take charge of the car-building plant 
that bad been established. He was an 
experienced builder and the confidence 
in his ability to meet the requirements 
led to his acceptance of the proposition. 


to enable him to carry on the work. 

The cars turned out in those days 
were crude affairs at the best, compared 
with the modern palaces on wheels, but 
thiey answered their purpose in the early 
days. The first section of the road to be 
completed ran from Andover to Wilming- 
ton Junction, a distance of about seven 
miles. There it connected with the road 
then in operation from Lowell to Boston. 
This short section from Andover was 
first opened June 6, 1836. Mr. Andrews 
was at that time called upon by Presi- 
dént Clark to send a man over the sec- 
tion of the completed—road bed to see 
that everything was in condition for 
safe travel. Taking upon himself the 
inspection he walked to the Junction, 
there found the engine and car waiting 
to make tlie first trip, and jumping 
aboard gave the signal vo start. When 
the train reached Andover it was greeted 
by a large crowd which had gathered to 
see the first trip to Andover. Thus Mr. 
Andrews was the first passenger to make 
the trip and always cherished the in- 
cident. 

Mr. Andrews remained with the Bos- 
ton & Maine road until 1869, when- he 
Tesigned to accept a similar position 
with the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford road, being located in New Haven. 
After five years with this company he 
moved to New York having become in- 
terested in a car spring company. He 
and his son were connected with this 
company for about ten years after which 
he returned to Andover where he passed 
the remainder of his life. 

, Several inventions which have been in 
constant use owe their being to Mr, 
Andrews. One of them is the swing 
spring bolster which kéeps cars on an 
even keel when taking a sharp curve. 
Another is a synchronous ventilator for 
passenger cars by which all those on one 
side could be opened at the same time 
simply throwing a lever. 
“The last public function with which

“Who told you I did not exist in the 
past centuries? You will say that is 
the legend of the ages. The poet has 
written, ‘Life is a fairy tale twice writ- 
ten.’ He might have said a thousand 
times written. You do not believe in 
the doctrine of surviving personalities 
for the reason that you do not recollect 
your anterior existence. But how can 
the recollection of vanished ages re- 
main imprinted on your memory when 
you do not remember a thousand and 
one scenes apd events of your pres- 
ent life? Since 1802 there have been 
ten Victor Hugos in me. Do you think 
that I can recall all their actions and

Gates Firm Down and Out. 

The famous stock,speculating firm of 
C. G. Gates & Co, in which John W. 
Gates, the Chicago millionaire turf 
plunger, and his son, Charles, are prin- 
cipals, confessed 
liquidation last 
week, with liabil- 
ities aggregating 
$90,000,000, as 
the result of 
Wall street deals, 
_ part .of which 
had been taken 

; . Over by individ- 
John W.Gates. ual members of 
the firm. Large loans had been ob- 
tained in the effort of the elder Gates 
to form a rival to the steel trust by 
combining several large independent 
Plants. This plan was nipped by the 
money, stringency and the decline in 
stocks held by the firm. The younger 
Gates announced that both his father 
and himself would retire from active 
Wall street business and their firm 
would be dissolved about June 1. This 
does not mean that the Gates family 
have “gone .broke.” The Gateses have 
rented a big. hunting. preserve near 
Paris, 


$4,000,000 Bean Trust. 

Former Judge Francis Wing of the 
federal district court at Cleveland says 
he has organized a $4,000,000 trust in 
beans, which is safe from legal attack. 
The company is to be incorporated in 
Delaware as the Interstate Products 
company, and its promoters claim to 
have options on. nearly all of the 300 
elevators in southern Michigan and 
western New York, where most of the 
bean crop is grown. 

Record Diamond Prices. 

Diamond importers returning from 
Europe say that the price of diamonds 
is now higher than ever before and 
that the American demand is almost 


‘unlimited. At the same time the. 


South African diamond trust has de- 
clared a dividend of 83 1-3 per cent. 
Stee! Earnings $39,000,000. 

The report of the United States Steel 
company for the first quarter of the 
year showed earnings of over $39,000,- 
000, a gain of $2,500,000 over the same 
quarter of last year. No change was 
made in the dividend rates. 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Policy Holders’ Men Arrested. 


On the charge made by the New |, 


York district attorney’s office that there 
was a conspiracy in the work of the In- 
ternational Policy Holders’ committee 
to vote forged and void ballots at the 
recent election of trustees for the New 
York life, three representatives of the 
committee were arrested, including 
George R. Scrugham, manager. The 
main point of the charge is that just 
prior to the election a large number of 
ballots for the policy holders’ ticket 
were not in proper form, and were al- 
tered by the accused men so as to 
make them comply with the insurance 
law. Mr. Scrugham defends his course 
by saying that the altefed ballots were 
deposited with a statement of. the cir- 
cumstances so that the matter could be 
passed upon by the proper authorities, 
and his course is defended by Samuel 
Untermyer, counsel for the committee. 
The charges were based upon state- 
ments. made by women employees of 
the committee who had been dismissed 
and subsequently were employed by 
the New York Life. 

On the same day Jacob Frank, an 
agent of the New York Life; was ar- 
rested on complaint of Mr, Scrugham 
on a charge of forgery in signing the 
names of about policy holders’ bal- 
lots; from some of whom he had con- 
sent and others not. 

Bond Thefts Now $800,000. 

Later details of the bond robbery pf 
the Trust Company of America came 
to light through the examination of 
Loan Clerk Douglass’ confederate, 
Broker Dennett. It was found that the 
actual value of the bonds taken was 
not less than $800,000 and that Doug- 
lass had laid aside $500,000 more for 
convenient abstraction on the morning 
that suspicion caused his sudden de- 
parture. Douglass and.his associates 
had raised about $200,000 in cash and 
loans on the stolen collateral. It was 
admitted by the trust company officials 
that they bad paid out $165,000 to re- 
cover most of the bonds which had 
been placed with various brokers, and 
that the actual loss would be $140,000, 
considering the $25,000 bond of the 
loan clerk. The effort to connect _a 
prominent Boston man with the deal 
was not successful, although it was be- 
Heved that a third party assisted in 
the negotiation. 

Binger Hermann Not Guilty. 

The Washington jury which had 
heard the extensive testimony submit- 
ted in the case of the government 
against Binger Hermann, former com- 
missioner of the general land office, on 
the charge of destroying letter press 
copy books containing official records 
of the office, rendered a verdict of not 
guilty. The trial had lasted ten weeks, 
and the jury deliberated twenty-one 
hours. Mr. Hermann after being dis- 
missed by former Secretary Hitchcock 
was elected representative in congress 
by his Oregon constituency notwith- 
standing that he was under the cloud 
He admitted having 
destroyed the books, but said they con- 
tained nothing but private correspond- 
ence, while the government held that 
they contained evidence connecting him 
with certain land frauds. 

Packers’ Rebate Fines Upheld. 

At St. Paul in the circuit court of 
appeals Judge Sanborn filed the opin- 
fon affirming the judgments against 
the packers for accepting concessions 
of 12 cents a hundred less than the es- 
tablished rates from Kansas City, Mo., 
to points in foreign countries. This

McClellan Statue Unveiled. — 

In the triangular Intersection of Con- 
necticut avenue, California avenue and 
Columbia road, at almost the highest 
point in the city of Washington, the 
equestrian statue of General George B. 
McClellan, who commanded the Army. 
of the Potomac in the civil war, was 
unveiled with fitting ceremony May 2, 
it being the very spot where McClel- 
lan’s army once camped, His son, 
Mayor George B. McClellan of New 
York city, pulled the cord which loosed 
the fastenings, and President Roose- 
velt reviewed a great military parade 
in honor of the event. During the day 
the Society of the Army of the Poto- 
mac and other civil war societies held 
reunions,

POLITICAL 


Congress Spent $920,798,143. 

Clerks of the house and senate com- 
mittees on appropriations have made 
their annual complete statement of the 
expenditures of the last session of con- 
gress, showing a total of $920,798,143, 
of which about $150,000,000 went for 
Pensions, $212,000,000 for the postoffice, 
nearly $200,000,000 for the army and 
navy and $111,000,000 for the civil list. 


r Opposition Increases. 
“From all parts of the nation the vol- 
ume of criticism directed against the 
president for his puplic reference,to 
the accused miners’ leaders as “unde- 
sirable citizens” has increased among 
the various federated labor unions. At 
New York the committee which last 
week was instructed to call on the 
president, but abandoned the trip aft- 
er the publication of the president's 
reply to the Chicago defenders of Moy- 
er, Haywood and Pettibone, was order- 
ed to insist upon seeing the chief ex- 
ecutive. In many cities parades and 
mass meetings have been held to ex- 
press disapproval of the president and 
to raise more funds for the legal -de- 
fense of the accused men whose trial 
at Boise City, Ida., draws near. 


McClellan-Murphy Peace Pact. 

That Mayor McClellan of New York 
has consented to abandon his fight on 
the Tammany organization inthe in- 
terest of Democratic harmony was 
duly announced by Corporation Coun- 
sel Ellison early in the week, and this 
was confirmed by the Sullivan clan, 
representing Tammany. 

Mellen's Word to Roosevelt. 

The plan of a physical valuation of 
the railroads of the country so as to 
enable the federal government to cor- 
rect and fix rates justly was said to be 
the subject of a conference . between 
President Roosevelt and President 
Mellen of the New Haven system at 
the White House. The railroad man, 
who is known as a: personal friend of 
the president, frankly said that he was 
in favor of such a course and that he 
felt sure that, so far as his road was 
concerned, the result would show that it 
was under rather than over capitalized.

When the New York state senate vot- 
ed 27 to 24 against the removal of In- 
surance Superintendent Kelsey, con- 
trary to the recommendation of Gov- 
ernor Hughes, after an exhaustive in- 
vestigation of Kelsey’s official conduct, 
the state and the country at large were 
apprised that the reform policy repre- 
sented by Hughes had come up against

@ wall of obstruction composed of the 
Democratic machine in league with a 
minority of the Republican “regulars.” 
Prior to the vote the great tension had 
been evident, .and bitter words were 
spoken by’ partisans. of either side. 
The coalition was managed by Sen- 
ators McCarren and Grady on the Dem- 
ocratic side and Raines for the Repub- 
licans, while Armstrong led the Re- 
publican contingent in favor of the gov- 
ernor’s policies. The speeches of the 
opposing Republicans showed veno- 
mous antagonism. For instance, Sen- 
ator Raines said that if the governor 
was attempting to use the big stick to 
coerce the legislature he could see the 
end of Governor Hughes, while Senator 
Armstrong deliberately notified the 
Raines following that if they persisted 
in crucifying the governor they would 
not come back to Albany to do it aga‘n. 
He characterized the anti-Hughes men 
as crooked sticks, to which rubber 
stamps were much preferable, thus an- 
swering the remark of Senator Hooker 
that if the legislature was to be the 
rubber stamp of the governor there 
was no use of its convening. Antici- 
pating the result, Governor Hughes 
had called up the matter of legislative 
reapportionment, thus indicating his 
espousal of a measure which would 
endanger the re-election of many of his 
opponents. 
Watterson Quotes Roosevelt. 

In answer to a direct question from 
the Boston Journal and the Washing- 


ton Times as to his authority for say- | 


ing that he aecepts Roosevelt's word 
renouncing a third term Editor Watter- 
son printed in the Courier-Journal a 
statement telling how President Roose- 
velt told a company of Washington 
newspaper men last winter that if the 
Republican convention should nomi- 
nate him and adjourn it would have 
to reassemble, because he would not 
accept the nomination. This state- 
ment, he said, could be verified by a 
number of men present, and therefore 
he had accepted it as final. 


Cuban Attack on Americans. 

A party of enlisted sailors from the 
cruiser Tacoma, while returning to 
their wharf at the expiration of shore 
leave at Santiago de Cuba, were at- 
tacked by the police of that city, and 
several were injured seriously, one of 
whom was not expected to live, Com 
mander Tappan at once began an in- 
vestigation, and Governor Perez sus- 
pended the chief of police and captain 
of the rural guard. No political sig- 
nificance is attached to the affair. 


Hague Conference June 15. 

The Russian ministry of foreign af- 
fairs announced April 80 that the 
meeting of the Hague conference 
would be on June 15. 

Mexico Getting Bellicose. 

The Mexican minister of foreign af- 
fairs, Mariscal, has made formal de- 
mand upon the Guatemalan president 
for the surrender of General Lima on 
the charge of hiring the assassins of. 
Former President Barillas in Mexico 
City two weeks ago while Barillas 
was making the Mexican capital his 
asylum. Mexican troops were already 
on their way to the Guatemalan fron- 
tier. - Lima is the close friend of Pres- 
ident Cabrera of Guatemala. 

May Day In Europe, 

Although there was fear of a labor 
uprising of some magnitude in all the 
capitals of Europe on the first of May, 
the only serious conditions prevailed 
at Warsaw, Russian Poland, where a 
general strike went into effect, com- 
pletely paralyzing the business of the 
city. It was an armed camp as troops 
held

The Russian. douma, whose early 
dissolution was recently feared be- 
cause of its failure to pass the goy- 
ernment recruiting bill and the attack 
made on the military regime, has final- 
ly passed the bill by a vote of 220 to 
194. At the same time it adopted a 
resolution setting forth the necessity 
of decreasing next year the number of 
men to be called to the colors and 
passing a law abolishing the custom of 
providing soldier servants for officers 
and the use of troops for police pur- 
poses, It also passed a law abolishing 
trials by drumhead court martial.

“DRAWING THE LONG BOW.” 


Some Remarkable Exploits Credited to 
Shooters of Arrows.

BATTLE OF SAN JACINTO. - 


The Deeperate Fight That Heralded 
the Dawn of Texan Freedom. 

On the morning of the 2ist of April, 
1836, the day chosen for the battle 
which was to decide the fate of Texas, 
Houston’s first words had been, “The 
gun of Austerlitz has risen again.” He 
had then called a council of war and 
asked the opinion of his six field offi- 
cers as to whether they should attack 
the enemy or wait for the attack to 
come from them, 

The four senior officers strangely 
counseled delay, but their arguments 
did nét convince Houston, who declar- 
ed that the hour for action had arriv- 
ed and plainly announced the inten- 
tion on his own responsibility to risk 
a general engagement, He then dis- 
patched Deaf Smith, his most trusty 
scout, to cut down the bridge which 
offered the only means of escape to 
either army. : 

“Make the best of your way,” he had 
said in his habitual tone of kindly 
friendship, “to Vince’s bridge, cut it 
down and burn it up and come back 
like eagles or you will be too late for 
the day.” And just as the first charge 
was starting a horseman flecked with 
foam from his panting charger had 


dashed along the lines of the patriot | 


army, as Houston had arranged that 
he should do, calling out clearly that 


all might hear, this deathknell to all. 
hopes of possible escape: “I have cut | 


down Vince’s bridge! Now, fight for 
your lives and remember the Alamo!” 

The Texan army, with Houston rid- 
ing at the front. of the eenter column, 
had then dashed forward against the 
Mexican breastworks, behind. which 
stood the.army of Santa Anna, drawn 
up in perfect order and calmly reserv- 
ing its fire for short range. Their first 
volley, however, by the grace of a di- 
vine Providence, as the Texans declar- 
ed, went too high.. Houston’s leg was 
shattered at the ankle and his horse 
severely wounded, but his columns still 
advanced uninjured. ~ 

Then came the answering volley, 
“poured into the very bosoms” of the 
astonished Mexicans—unable to reload 


and without bayonets for the charge.. 


The Texans had “clubbed their mus- 
kets” and dealt desperate blows, and 
finally, when they had thus battered 
their way into the very center of the 
Mexican army, they had drawn their 


murderous bowie knives and “literally 


cut their way through dense masses of 
living flesh.” ' 

The battle had lasted only twenty 
minutes, but in that time a new na- 
tion had been born into the world. 
“From the battle of San Jacinto,” said 
Webster in 1842, “the war was at an 
end.”—Metropolitan Magazine,

Dancing 


The Department of Commerce and 
Labor tell us in their bulletin that Irish 
potatoes and beans and eggs have nearly 
doubled in price since 1869, and that 
there is hardly a thing to eat or drink 
or wear that has not.gone up very much 
in price since then. We each of us 
think that everything has gone ‘up in 
price except on our own individual in- 
comes. \Xet.as 1 looked around the rail- 
road car ou my way to Boston the other 
morning, we all look a very comfortable 
set of people. Fully fifty per cent. of 
the men I noticed wore patent leather 
shoes. Two milk men on the seat in 
front were discussing their business. 
“People don’t care nrich about milk 
nowadays,” said one, “but every one 
must have his little bottle of cream. 
There is hardly a house I deliver at in 
Lawrence,” he said,’ “where I haven’t to 
leave cream as well as milk. And that 
has begun within the last five years, and 
mine is no fancy trade you know, it’s 
among the common people.”’ 

These signs tell us that prosperity is 
getting. better shaken down among the 
rank and file of the people than ever 
before. 

Perhaps that is the reason in part why 
Andover has gone s0 mad over dancing 
this winter. People have the time and 
the money who never had it before. A 
few years ago an evening party in our 
small parlor would have sufficed. Now 
we must have a hall for adance anda 
caterer and a brass band. 

There are other reasons. People of 
the last generation used to think danc- 
ing was sinful. Just now we are at the 
stage when we have found out it isn’t 
wrong, but we have not got to the.point 
of seeing that it is a trifle childish, and 
that a little of it goes a long way. 

I like to seé children dancing. I have 
enjoyed many a dancing frolic of young 
people on the Jawn on asummer after- 
noon. But when adult folk pack their 
children or their young brothers ,and 
sisters off to bed and spend the perspir- 
ing night till the small hours of the 
morning careering round the hall. to- 
gether to rag-time music —TI begin to 
wonder if this is doing any good. : 

It is a good thing to get people to 
know one another as they do at these 
dances. But in truth dancing and card 
playing are the most brainless ways of 
spending time ever “invented. ‘They 
have no cumulative result. They leave 
you where you were. 

As a relaxation, a game or two of 
cards on a winter night is good, but 
think of spending whole afternoons of 
this interesting life at cards! One of 
the best games for the youthful-hearted 
is a jolly dance for a half hour or so, but 
it isa sad slavery to make dancing the 
business of a whole evening week after 
week. ‘Too much cards makes people 
cheap and dull. ‘Too much dancing robs 
the dancers of the bloom of life and that 
margin of nerves and moral force which 
they will need for tomorrow’s business 
and next year’s strain. 

Moral: Stop at ten.

Music in the Schools 


Last week I quoted Mr. Osborne Mc- 
Conathy in regard to the place of music 
in our common schools, ‘This gentleman, 
who is supervisor of music in the Chelsea 
schools, is trying to make musica] edu- 
cation thorough and earnest, so that it 
shall give a permanent lift to the life of 
people. This week I am going to de- 
scribe his scheme of select musical clubs 
in the schools. By means of them he 
gives the better voices a better training, 
and also secures a finer chorus, really 
worth hearing. 

“In the grammar schools we begin a 
system of glee clubs which advances 
step by step to the choral club of the 
city, known as the Mendelssohn club. 
In each grammar school the more 
musical pupils of the higbest grades are 
formed into the school glee club, directed 
by one of the teachers. The clubs meet 
for practice at the close Of, school. one, 
afternoon each week, and as a result of 
this work they are enabled to respond to" 
the ‘frequent opportunities for them ‘to: 
appear before their schoolmates and 
before the public. 

“On entering the high school an oppor- 
tunity is offered the girls to join one 
club and the boys another. These clubs 
are directed by two of the high school 
teachers, and hold weekly meetings, The 
senior musical organization of the school 
system is the High School Glee Club of 
mixed voices. Membership in this club 
1s only open to those who have been in 
the other clubs. , 

‘Members of the High School Glee 
Club are, after graduation, received into 
the Mendelssohn Club without examina- 
tion. Though the plan has been in 
operation only two seasons, there are 
now 12 or 14 such members in the choral 
society. 

“The High School glee clubs have 
taken quite a share in the active social 
life of the city. ‘Their services are con- 
stantly in demand at church socials and 
other public gatherings, and occasionally 
they visit the grammar schools to sing 
for the young, people, with considerable 
benefit all round.” 4
